The Salina Telephone exchange is a part of the United 
Telephone Company which in recent years has grown into 
one of the strongest independent companies in the United 
States, operating fifty-eight exchanges and serving more than 
fifty thousand subscribers. The Salina exchange, with 
6,200 telephones has the distinction of being the largest 
of the fifty-eight owned exchanges, and handles on the aver- 
age of thirty-six thousand local calls a day. This exchange 
is what is commonly known as the common battery type 
and is featured with automatic ringing and so forth. The 
local force has one of the largest payrolls of the city, offering 
employment to one hundred men and women. 


An up-to-date two story brick building, occupying a 
prominent location, houses the modern telephone office. A 
seperate one story brick building is used for the service de- 
partment. Both of these buildings are owned by the com- 
pany, which is in keeping with its policy of owning property 
in the community served.

OST everyone has heard something of the great 
4 State of Kansas, its pioneer days, the progress that 
it has made, what it produces in the way of the necessities 
of life and the wonderful possibilities at the present time. 
The early pioneer has been responsible for the start of this 
wonderful progress and the building of the fine com- 
munities within the state. 


Established in 1858 


Salina first came into being on March 13, 1858, 
through an Act of the Fifth General Assembly of the Terri- 
tory of Kansas, granting a charter to a town-site company 
consisting of Col. Wm. A. Phillips, A. M. Campbell, A. C. 
Spillman, David L. Phillips and James Muir. Many of the 
descendants of these pioneer settlers are now active and 
progressive citizens of the community. 

Salina’s growth has been steady and substantial, there 
never having been a boom period, and is due to its location 
and the productivity of the county and tributary territory. 
It may well be called the “City of Opportunity”. 


Distributing Point for Central and 
Northwest Kansas 


Salina being logically located, and aided by the un- 
tiring efforts of its citizens, has become the center of trade 
for central west and northwestern Kansas. The city is not 
only a manufacturing, distributing and retail center but 
is a city of homes, culture and refinement, having well 


equipped educational institutions, fine churches, parks, 
playgrounds, social, fraternal and civic organizations which 
offer to every citizen an inspiration and an opportunity to 
take part in the growth and prosperity of the community. 


An Educational Center 


Salina stands out very prominently in educational 
facilities, special attention being given to the efficiency of 
the public schools. There is an investment of more than 
$1,250,000.00 in buildings and equipment, comprising 11 
grade with kindergartens, 1 Junior and 1 Senior High 
School. One of the outstanding features is the Week-Day 
Religious Education; one afternoon of each week being 
given over to this work, giving to the pupils the privilege 
of attending the church requested by parents. This Salina 
plan has received wide attention and has been adopted in 
other cities. In addition to the public schools there is a 
parochial grade and high school, Kansas Wesleyan Uni- 
versity (co-ed), Marymount College (girls), St. Johns Mili- 
tary School, and a well established Business College, all of 
which gives to those seeking elementary or higher education 
for their children every opportunity to provide it. 


A City of Churches 


The importance of religious life to a community has 
been recognized by our citizens, as has been demonstrated 
by the seventeen modern churches representing practically 
all denominations. In addition to these churches the well

Many Recreational Facilities 


Salina encourages outdoor life by offering the very 
best of recreation facilities, having 185 acres in parks and 
more than five miles of park drives. In these five parks, 
as well as on the school premises, modern playground 
equipment has been installed. The parks also provide 
recreational facilities such as wading pools, a swimming 
pool, tennis courts, baseball grounds, golf course and a 
mile auto speedway. Band concerts are given weekly 
during the summer and twice monthly during the winter 
by the forty piece municipal band, which is considered one 
of the best in the state. 

Having presented a glimpse of one phase of life in 
Salina, we now turn to another one which is essential to 
the progress of the community—that of commerce and 
industry. 


FA Commercial and Industrial City 


Salina has four banks, two National and two State, with 
a combined capital of $605,000.00, deposits of $5,798,606.00 
and resources of $7,179,178.00, four Building and Loan 
Associations with $3,307,290.00 in savings accounts, one 
Trust Company with a capital and surplus of $115,000.00, 
deposits of $82,000.00, resources $108,000.00, which pre- 
sents a creditable financial showing and the solidity of the 
community. (These figures are as of May 1, 1929.) 

Salina, although being an interior city, has a number of 
outstanding manufacturing institutions producing com- 
modities which have a large distribution. Flour milling 
is the chief industry, there being five large mills having a 
daily production of 10,000 barrels. Other commodities 


manufactured are farm implements, cement products, 
metal products, brooms, brick and tile, leather goods, 
optical goods, candy, bread, butter, ice cream and other 
creamery products, packing house products, mattresses, 
tents, awnings, harness, rugs, carpets, monuments, oil 
burners, body braces, mill machinery, ice, gravity dumps, 
merry-go-rounds, batteries, cigars, soft drinks, auto acces- 
sories, sash and doors, printing, books and office supplies. 


Distributes Many Products 


Salina as a distributing center is among the out- 
standing in the state, having one of the largest wholesale 
hardware establishments as well as grocery houses in this 
section of the country. Among the commodities distrib- 
uted by wholesale institutions of our city are: autos, 
trucks and accessories, hardware, plumbing and heating 
supplies, groceries, notions, candy, bakery goods, cigars, 
tobacco, butter, poultry, eggs, produce and fruits, books, 
stationery, office supplies, soft drinks, electrical supplies, 
flowers, furnaces, furniture, hides, farm implements, lum- 
ber, coal and feed, mattresses, harness, oils, brick and 
tile, builders’ supplies, meat products, and seeds. 

As a retail trading center Salina caters to central and 
northwest Kansas with approximately 200 retail establish- 
ments, comparable to those in any city near the size of 
Salina, carrying large stocks of up-to-date merchandise from 
which the shopper has the same opportunity to fulfill his 
needs as can be had in metropolitan cities. 


Well Served by Public Utilities 


Public utilities play an important part in the progress 
of a city. In this, Salina is very efficiently served by the 
United Power & Light Corporation, both in natural gas 
and electricity. Rates for general consumption are nomi- 
nal, special rates for industrial purposes being made, many

Salina has an adequate telephone 
and telegraph service, being served by the United Tele- 
phone Company, Western Union and Postal Telegraph 
Company. Salina’s water plant is municipally owned. 
Water which shows a very fine laboratory test is supplied 
from drilled wells. Domestic rates are very low, and for 
industrial and commercial purposes rates are adjusted 
according to demand. 

In addition, Salina is general headquarters for The 
Public Utility Investment Company and affiliated com- 
panies, a group of companies serving almost 200 cities and 
towns in five states. 


Good Railroad Service 


Salina has the prerequisites for a distributing center, 
having very fine transportation facilities, being served by 
four railroads: Union Pacific, Missouri Pacific, Santa Fe and 
Rock Island. In addition to the railroads there are six 
highway transportation lines handling both passengers and 
freight. 

Salina with its rich surrounding of agricultural terri- 
tory, the very best transportation facilities and the most 
favorable outlook for future development, offers the very 
best of opportunities for new industrial and commercial 
institutions.
